General  Remarks. 

We  were  spared  a  repetition  of  last  year’s  nightmare  of  Polio-Myelitis. 
We  did  have  a  marked  epedimic  of  measles  but  there  were  no  deaths 
therefrom,  although  we  had  over  a  hundred  cases. 

Whooping  cough  was  also  rather  prevalent  at  one  time,  but  with  no 
fatal  cases. 

Bardney  New  Housing  Estate. — 32  Dwellings,  New  Roads, 
Footpaths  and  Sewers  were  completed. 

The  Contractors  invited  the  Council  to  visit  and  inspect  this  new 
Estate,  and  twenty  members  were  conducted  round.  Everyone  expressed 
their  pleasure  at  the  layout  and  workmanship. 

The  provision  of  8  bungalows  for  old  people  is  a  notable  achievement, 
alongside  the  provision  for  ordinary  families.  This  will  prevent  a  sense 
of  isolation  amongst  the  elderly. 

The  adaptation  of  hutments  previously  used  as  military  or  R.A.F. 
quarters  has  been  of  incalculable  benefit  to  many  young  couples  and  has 
undoubtedly  preserved  many  homes  and  marriages  intact. 

Houses  and  more  houses  seem  to  be  needed,  and  if  possible,  of  the 
traditional  type. 

The  problems  of  post-war  housing  may  have  been  somewhat  of  a 
blessing  in  disguise  if  we  get  a  closer  rapprochement  between  the  erstwhile 
town  dweller  and  the  countryman.  We  need  more  and  more  a  settled, 
strong  countryside,  to.  provide  not  the  merest  minority  but  the  majority 
of  our  staple  food-stuffs. 

In  the  development  of  the  highest  type  of  country  life  one  must 
remember  the  Local  Government  Act  of  1948,  which  gives  additional 
powers  to  our  local  authorities  to  help  in  the  development  of  the  social 
and  cultural  life  of  the  countryside,  a  development  which  is  almost  a 
revolution  in  the  last  thirty  years.  The  village  and  its  hall,  should  become 
a  very  important  integral  part  of  our  cultural  economy. 

The  New  Health  Scheme  has  made  its  bow  and  has  been  in  action 
lor  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  In  it  the  county  takes  a  predominent  part. 
In  its  conception  and  ideals  it  is  a  noble  scheme,  but  its  very  hurried 
introduction  before  many  of  the  component  parts  were  ready,  or  even  half 
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ready,  to  he  clove-tailed  into  each  other,  and  has  been  the  cause  ol  much 
heart-ache  and  frustration  amongst  medical  officers,  public  health  and 
private  practitioners  alike.  As  in  public  health  proper  the  cry  is  for  houses 
and  again  more  houses,  so  in  this  the  cry  goes  up  for  beds  and  more  beds, 
along  with  all  the  staffs  to  man  the  same.  The  public  have  certainly 
exploited  the  amenities  to  the  full.  1  here  must  be  wise  use  of  the 
facilities  provided  or  bankruptcy  of  the  scheme  may  ensue. 

The  role  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  should  be  a  co-ordinating  one, 
and  the  central  control  should  be  kept  very  flexible.  Withal,  our  country 
has  great  traditions  in  both  preventive  and  practical  medicine,  and  so  we 
need  not  be  too  depressed. 

Our  population  is  still  rising  and  our  statistics  still  good.  We  are 
still  undergoing  austerity  in  almost  every  section  of  our  life  and  the  need 
for  provision  of  more  protein  and  fats  is  urgent.  It  is  almost  beyond 
conception  how  the  modern  housewife  has  combated  year  after  year  of 
minimum  supplies  without  physical  and  mental  breakdown.  That  they 
have  done  well  is  seen  in  the  physical  condition  of  all  children. 

Once  again  I  must  congratulate  the  Council  on  the  state  of  the  District 
and  thank  your  inspectors  for  their  continued  good  work.
